If  I  approached  the  visit  to  Paris,  described  last  month 
with  trepidation,  due  to  the  prevailing  demise  of  the 
Australian  Dollar,  I  found  that  Italy,  in  particular,  Florence 
was  far  less  affected  offering  better  value  all  round. 


bargain  hard  you  will  get  a  discount.  A  shop  not  to  be 
missed  is  Valmar-Via  Porta  Rossa  53  for  wonderful 
cushions,  tassles  and  baskets.  We  loved  the  range  of 
colours  at  Tods  on  Via  Tornabuoni.  , 


Florence,  a  personal  favourite  sight-seeing  and  shopping 
destination,  is  far  more  compact  than  Rome  allowing 
more  to  be  absorbed  in  a  shorter  time  span... 


Places  to  visit  near  Florence  include  Pisa,  Siena, 
St  Gimignagno,  Monteriggioni  and  Volterra  or  Lucca 
and  Montecatini  in  the  north. 


Sights  -  most  of  the  top  spots  are  of  course  legendary 
including  the  Duomo,  the  Uffizi  Palace  and  the  Palazzo 
de  la  Signoria.  The  synagogue  is  slightly  out  of  the  way 
but  well  worth  a  visit. 

Hotels  -  Perhaps  the  most  comprehensive  range  of  hotels 
for  the  Australian  traveller  is  provided  by  Cit  Australia.  Of 
the  hotels  in  their  brochure  my  picks  are  the  Hotel  Plaza 
Lucchesi  and  the  Brunelleschi  (4  star),  Hotel  Aprile  with 
garage  nearby  -  this  comes  in  handy  when  you  feel  like 
abandoning  your  car  due  to  lack  of  parking,  Hotel  Botticelli 
-  these  two  are  three  stars.  For  a  longer  stay  of  at  least  a 
week  I  can  recommend  an  apartment  in  the  centre  of  Florence. 

If  you  find  the  heat  and  crowds  overwhelming  I  really 
recommend  options  just  outside  Florence.  The  Grand 
Hotel  Villa  Cori  is  10  minutes  from  the  centre  of  Florence. 

Restaurants  -  ZA  ZA  near  the  food  market  especially 
for  lunch,  a  typical  trattoria,  as  is  Belle  Donne  in  the 
street  of  the  same  name,  also  Mario, Via  Rosina.  Some 
restaurants  are  tourist  traps  on  the  main  walking  streets. 
Asking  the  shopkeepers  for  their  recommendations  seems 
to  work  rather  than  relying  on  potluck.  Avery  good  restaurant, 
possibly  the  best  in  Florence  is  Cibreo.  Another  suggestion 
is  Pennello  for  the  huge  display  of  antipasto. 

Shopping  -  It  is  well  known  that  shoes  and  handbags  are 
good  value  but  I  can  recommend  Pineider  for  leather  desk 
accessories.  At  the  straw  market  there  are  good  value 
scarves,  leather  belts  and  bags  but  you  need  to  bargain. 
We  found  the  huge  San  Lorenzo  market  disappointing. 
The  jewel  in  the  crown  is  however  the  Ponte  Vecchio  for 
jewellery  -  a  huge  range  there  with  good  prices.  If  you

Willie  Thorne  defeated 
Cliff  Thorburn  in  the  final  before  a  select  live 
audience  and  tv  coverage. 

There  are  plans  to  stage  this  tournament  in 
Sydney  next  year. 


10  questions  to  Harry  ‘The  Fish’  Turner 


1.  How  long  have  you  been  a 
Member  of  Tatt’s? 

“This  is  my  25th  year.  However,  I  have 
been  visiting  and  training  at  the  Club 
since  the  50s.” 

2.  What  was  the  Club  like  in 
those  days? 

“Very  different!  It  had  tremendous 
atmosphere  -  all  nooks  and  crannies. 
However  there’s  no  comparison  with 
the  new  Club’s  facilities,  the  pool  for 
instance,  is  world  class.  These  days, 
I  visit  5  days  a  week  and  coach 
the  Monday  and  Wednesday  AM 
swimming  squad.” 

3.  Swimming  has  always  been 
your  sport? 

“Always.  In  the  1950s  when  I  was  a 
schoolboy  at  Sydney  Grammar,  we 
used  to  cross  the  Park  to  train  in  the 
old  Club’s  pool.  In  those  days  I  was  a 
member  of  the  NSW  Swimming  Squad 
and  went  on  the  win  the  Australian 
200  metre  butterfly  title  in  1 957,  just 
missing  out  on  the  1960  Olympic 
team  by  coming  3rd  in  the  trials  to 
Neville  Hayes  and  Kevin  Berry.” 

4.  Did  you  play  other  sport? 

“I  was  in  the  1st  XV  when  Grammar 
was  a  rugby  school  -  in  1958  we 
fielded  55  teams  against  Joeys  and 
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a  member  of  Bondi’s  National 
Championship  winning  R&R  and 
surf  team.  Forbes  Carlisle  was  my 
swim  coach  and  he  disapproved  of 
mixing  surf  and  pool  swimming,  so 
that  chapter  came  to  an  end.  These 
days,  I  enjoy  canoeing  -  we  re  oft 
sea-canoeing  around  Hinchinbrook 
Island  next  week” 

5.  You  went  to  university  in  America? 

“Yes,  on  a  scholarship  to  Harvard 
where  I  was  a  member  of  Winthrop 
House.  During  my  stay  there,  I  was 
pleased  to  use  my  influence  and 
experiences  to  help  Nick  Whitlam 
follow  in  my  footsteps.” 

6.  It  must  have  been  a 
great  education? 

“Fantastic.  These  days  you’d  describe 
it  as  awesome.  For  instance,  every 
Wednesday  10  of  us  students  would 
sit  at  the  Economic  Table  where  our 


professors  were  John  Kenneth 
Galbraith  and  Henry  Schlesinger!  I 
swam  butterfly  for  Harvard  and  to 
stave  off  poverty,  became  a  life 
guard  at  the  affluent  Pine  Brook 
Country  Club.  One  day  a  member 
asked  me  why  I  wasn’t  home  for  the 
summer.  When  I  told  him  that  there 
was  no  way  I  could  afford  the  $2000 
airfare,  he  just  pulled  out  his 
chequebook  and  handed  me  a 
cheque  on  the  spot!  “ 

7.  What  came  after  Harvard? 

“I  joined  Esso  then  worked  in  Montreal 
where  Margaret  and  !  married.  In  1970, 
we  returned  to  Australia  -  wonderful 
after  Canada’s  bitter  cold.  I  joined 
Tattersall’s  in  1975  and  about  that 
time  decided  I  would  rather  be  an 
accountant  than  an  economist,  so  I 
studied  accountancy  and  joined 
John  Douglas  &  Co,  which  is  now 
Harry  V  Turner  &  Co  Pty  Ltd.” 

8.  You  were  a  member  of  the 
Tattersall’s  Committee? 

“Denis  Cleary  asked  me  to  join  and  I 
served  from  ‘96-’97.  Unfortunately  I 
fell  ill  and  resigned  with  great 
reluctance,  as  at  the  time  I  felt  I  couldn’t 
give  the  job  the  effort  it  deserved.” 

9.  What  are  your  greatest 
impressions  of  the  Club? 

“Thomas  serving  my  daughters  pink 
lemonades  in  the  old  dining  room 
and  the  fellowship  and  friends. 
People  like  Norm  Rogers,  Arthur 
O’Connor,  Sammy  Block,  Allan  Ball, 
Col  &  Leigh  Bowes  and  many 
others.  These  days,  I  probably  use 
Tatt’s  more  than  ever  as  a  few  years 
ago  we  moved  into  the  Connaught 
Apartments,  so  my  daily  exercise 
starts  with  a  jog  across  Hyde  Park  to 
the  Club.” 

10.  Finally,  you’re  approaching  a 
new  sporting  milestone? 

“John  Konrads  asked  me  if  I’d  be 
interested  to  be  nominated  as  one  of 
the  Sydney  residents  to  carry  the 
Olympic  flame.  I  thought  “Slim 
hope”.  Then  out  of  the  blue,  a  letter 
arrived  confirming  the  fact  that  I  am 
to  be  a  runner...  excuse  me  now,  I’ve 
got  to  get  back  to  training!”

On  Friday  June  16,  Tatt’s  Member  John 
Coates  talked  about  The  Business  of  the 
Olympics’  and  the  AOC’s  determination  to 
raise  Australia  to  5th  place  on  the  medal  table, 
with  a  team  of  627  athletes.  The  investment 
needed  to  achieve  this  can  be  can  be 
quantified  by  the  fact  that  at  the  Montreal 
games,  the  ratio  of  athletes  to  medical  back-up 
staff  was  46:1  in  Sydney  the  ratio  will  be  under 
7:1!
